WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres- 
ident Johnson signed today a 
bill to preserve hi.storical areas 
in Idaho by making them a part 
of a Nez Perce National Histori- 
cal Park. 

The measure authorizes the 
secretary of the Interior to des 
ignate the park to "cnmmemch 
rate. preserve and interpret the 
rich and varied history of an 
area significant in the develop- 
ment of Ihe American West " 

The park would involve 22 
separate sites in llic North Ida 
ho Panhandle, together with 
scenic easements around them 
Tho area containing the sites 
has an average north-south 
width of GO miles and an avcr- 
dge east-west length of 110 
miles. 

The sites to be included relate 
to the early Nez Perce Indian 
culture, tho Lewis and Clark ex- 
pedition through the area, the 
fur trade, missionaries, gold 
mining and- logRing, the Nez 
Perce~Wa"r' ftr 1S77 and other 
such sites as depict the west- 
ward expansion of the nation.

Its pockets of poverty, one of the smaller pockets 
of some of the worst poverty is filled with mi- 
gruiory worKcrs. In a preface to a new report 
by his subcommittee on migratory, labor. Sen. 
Harrison A. Williams, jr., calls the^ situation "a 
nafibiial disgrace." 

It is that, especially In a prosperous nation. 
Some 300,000 migratory farm workers^earn. for 
their families, an average of $868 'a year. With 
the father, mother and frequently the children 
al! working, the average family earning is S\.- 
•132. That is less tfi.in half the $3,000 income level 
below which families are considered to be living 
in povert^'. The condition of the migratory work- 
ers can only bo termed dire poverty, aggravated 
by poor housing, health aiid educallonaT con- 
ditions. 

Senator Williams' subcommittee has been 
studying the matter for five years. The grouo's 
work is a model of what congressional inquiry 
should be. and its clear legislative purpose has 
been productive. 

In those five years the subcommittee has help- 
ed to bring about the migrant health act. which 
put.s clinics for migrants in 29 states; a crew 
leader registration law, which places some re- 
sponsibility upon farm labor contractors: the 
end of the bracero program under which thous- 
ands of Mexican workers competed with Ameri- 
cans for farm jobs: nnd a host of measures to 
improve hotisingT-education-and da y care-under 
the administration's anti-poverty program. 

Still the "halionSr disgrace" rem.ains. Only a 
start has been made on improving cotxlitions 
in the fields. And so Senator Williams has {ust 
introduced a package of six bills to help com- 
plete the tusk. 

One would amend the fair l.nbor stand.irds act 
to cover migrant workers and bring thfif mini- 
mum wage up to the indu.'itrial standard, start- 
ing at a modest $1 an hour. 

Another would go to the aid of thousands of 
children who work at pickint; cotton and fruit 
and other h-irvestln.!; ta,>iks. The child labor law 
regulates such labor only during school hours. 

The amendment «x>uld generally restrict mi^

Other mca.iures would extend protection of the 
labor relations act to collective bargaining ol 
farm worker.^, offer tax incentives to farmers 
improving housing for them, and establish a 
national advi.-jory council Xo advise the Presi- 
dent on continuing problems of the jnigrams. 

Representatives of corporate farming can be 
expected to oppose such measures. Three new 
subcommittee members from western states — 
Senators Murphy. Fannin and Domtnick— openly 
disagree with part of the committe repxirt. But 
we think the nation generally, as well as migra- 
tory fc-orkers. owes Senator Williams and his 
group sincere th.mks for five years of ronsiruc- 
. I tive work. No decent s ociet y can aff ord ixxrkcts 
«a-iae^x>arafCT misery; it can onljTaTrbrd to remove'tHem.
